MOSCOW. Russia—(fli)—Eleven So- 


viet pioneers of the Arctic air routes 
worked in the bitter polnr cold in si- 
lence Saturday to set up the first per- 
manent Russia-to-Amcrica air base at 
the North Pole. 


Silence closed around them after the 


first radio reports that the expedition, 
accompanying a goal of two years of 
secret preparation, had landed by air- 
plane on an ice floe 13 miles from the 
pole as a preliminary to a proposed 
Moscow-San Francisco air line over 
the roof'of the world. 


No concern was felt, however, for 


the carefully-planned party of ex- 
perienced Arctic explorers. 


Lund at North Pole 


MOSCOW, Russia—(/P)—Soviet avi- 


ators Friday carried the first aerial 
landing party to the North Pole. An 
expedition of 11 men, having flown 
over the pole, was landed. safely on 
an ice floe about 20 kilometers (1! 
miles) from the top of the world. 


The expedition was headed by Dr 


Otto J. Schmidt, director of the So- 
viet's "Northern sea route," leader 
and planner of many ambitious Arctic 
projocts. The flight was made from 
Rudolph island, about 82 degrees north 
nnd 60 east (about 560 miles from the 
pole). 


The landing climaxed years of pre- 


paration by Soviet scientists and air 
n'lt'n looking toward • establishment o 
an nirba.sc at the North Pole and an 
ambitious program of polar cxplora 
tion by airplane, 


In Air Six Hours 


"M. V. Vodopyanoff was pilot o fthe 


plane. He took his 
heavily-loaded 


four-motored craft off the new land 
ing field at Rudolph island at dawn 
The landing was six hours, 10 min 
utes later. Before coming down, the 
airplane circled the pole many times 
looking for a landing field. 


Tass, Soviet news agency, announc 


cd the pole was reached at 11:10 a. m 
and the landing made at 11:35 a. m., a 
the time of the meridian of Rudolp] 
siland. (That would make the tim 
about 2:10 a. m. and 2:35 a. m., East 
ern standard time), 


To Prepare Landing Field 


After landing, the party began pro 


airplanes still waiting at the Rudolpl 
airplanes sitll waiting at the Rudolp 
island base. They are to take to th 
pole supplies and equipment for cstab 
lishment of a base, which will rcmai 
there about a year. 


News of the exploit reached Mos 


cow by radio messages relayed throug 
Rudolph island. It was delayed, how 
ever, because Vodopyanoff's radio ap 
paratus was broken in the landing an 
repairs required several hours.

Soviet airmen who spent more than 
month last year in aerial surveys o 
the Arctic in preparation for today 
adventure. TTlic other two, Vasilj 
Scrgcycvitch Molokoff and Alcxande 
Alcxieff, accompanied him to Rudolp 
island several weeks ago (and pro 
sumably were on this flgiht). 


The official announcement said thi 


Vodopyanoff used a Soviet designe 
and built airplane Ant-G, designed lilt 
the Soviet military bombing planes-. 


Included in the landing party wcr 


Tour men who planned to remain thei 
on their drifting ice floe for about 
year. They are Ivan Papanin, who wi 
be chief of the quartet; Ernest Kren 
kel, radio operator; Pyotr Shirsov, dc 
.scribed as a hydro-biologist, and Eu 
gene Fdeerov, magnctologlist. 


Papanin is a widely-known Soviet 


explorer. His party will spend its 
lonely year in making s,cientic obser- 
vations. The pilot, Vodopyanoff, holds 
the title "Hero of the Soviet Union" 
for previous aviation exploits. 


The polar flight is part of the Soviet 


plan to establish a commercial air line 
between Moscow and San Francisco 
across unexplored sea. The polar sta- 
tion would be the "halfway house."

then it is necessary to develop a ter- 
race outlet similar to the one shown 
above.

The referendum, itself, will have no 


effect other than to. indicate the peo- 
ple's wishes. It requires an act of the 
legislature to make any change in the 
law.

HAMILTON, N. Y.-OT-Want to 


know when you'll get the blues again 
—and when you'll bounce back to 
cheerfulness? 


Dr. Donald A. Laird, Colgate uni- 


versity psychologist, can help you pre- 
dict it with "calendar like regularity." 
Simply by working out your variation 
of his chart you can tell from one week 
to the next, he says, what mood you'll 
be in. 


It's all in the emotional cycles which 


he insists we have at regular intervals 
—cycles when our spirits rise and 
fall, run the gamut from gloomy to 
peevish to disinterested to pleasant, 
cheerful or even elated moods. Each 
of these is indicated by a square on 
the chart. 


Symptoms 


Three of the psychologist's students 


tested his theory with a careful check 
of each other's moods. They found 
that the blues gave way with regular- 
ity to cheerfulness, intermediate moods 
filling the gap over a four to five 
week period in the average person. 


When you're "down," the experi- 


ments showed, you eat less, sleep a 
little longer, hate to get up in the 
morning, feel as though your job was 
too much and generally are hard to 
get along with. 


When you're "up," you sleep less, 


eat more, can tackle hard problems 
with high spirits and vigor and gen- 
erally feel "on top of the world." 


It's during the "down" period, says 


Dr. Laird, that persons who are af- 
fected that way go out on periodical 
sprees—not because it makes them feel 
any better but because it carries them 
over the two or three day "low" until 
they get started on the normal upswing 
to better moods. 


Cause and Cure 


What causes the cycles? 
"It is a part of the ebb and flow 


of the energies associated with the 
autonomic nervous system, the solar 
plexus, the ductless glands," says Dr. 
Lai I'd,—"particularly four tiny para- 
thyroid glands oil each side of your 
windpipe." 


He finds the cycles more marked 


among single than married folk, more 
marked among women than men.

The bandage on another wound left 


by the World war will come off next 
July 15. 


When Germany and Austria-Hun- 


gary were being carved up at Ver- 
sailles, the people of part of Upper 
Silesia got a chance to vote on whether, 
to remain German or become Polish, 
"" 


This bit of Europe is about Connec- 


ticut's size and has about 300 souls to 
the square mile. On the map it re- 
sembles a jagged German spear thrust 
deep into Slavic lands. It is. 


The Germans won the post-war elec- 


tion, 717,122 to 483,514, but even so the 
Poles carried 597 districts to the win- 
ner's 664. That just led to more 
fighting. 


So a German Silesia and a Polish 


Silesia were Set up, the League of 
Nations fixing the dividing line be- 
tween them. It cut through commun- 
ities, properties and mines. In some 
of the latter there even are under- 
ground barriers to mark it. 


To enable business to go on despite 


this division, Germany and Poland 
reached an agreement in 1923. It will 
expire this year, on July 15. 


The Problem 


There are Poles in the German part, 


and Germans in the Polish part. Un- 
der the 1922 agreement all should have 
moved 
to whichever side of the 


boundary they preferred by July 15. 
Many have, but several thousand, be- 
ing human, have not. 


They have gone back and forth 


across the line freely with "circulation 
permits." Most of these permits will 
be abolished; passports will be de- 
manded. 
' 


Railroads, forming a tight spider's 


web over both sections, have been 
managed jointly. New 
agreements 


must be worked out if they are to 
continue to operate. 


Food has been hauled from Polish 


Silesia to German Silesia as freely as 
from Connecticut to New York; but 
July 15 the regular German-Polish 
commercial treaty will apply. 


Yet neither country has hoved to 


continue or amend the 1922 pact Both 
always have regarded it as an en- 
choachment on their sovereignty. 


Germany still smarts under her 


losses in Upper Silesia by the post-war 
division: all of her 12 iron mines, 
most of her zinc mines, 53 of her 67 
coal mines, 15 of her 25 iron and steel 
foundaries and 23 of her 37 blast 
furnaces. 


And Upper Silesia is exactly where 


the German "Drang nach Osten" (east- 
ward urge) meets the Polish itch to 
expand westward, Hie arena of many a 
nationalistic brawl. 


The Outlook 


Despite all the difficulties ahead, 


Poland welcomes the change because . 
she then will have Polish Silesia for 
keeps. 


Europe, in general, eyeing this old 


afraid Warsaw plans ruthless "Poloni- 
zation" in Upper Silesia. But while

Developing fnitli In Decisions 


Of course, this is inferiority, and, 


as I have mentioned before, inferiority 
can never be entirely cured. It is as 
much a part of the being as the color 
of the eyes. 


Yet there are ways to encourage 


such a child, and he can become more 
sure of his judgment. 


Why not force him to use his judg- 


ment as often as possible, and then, 
no matter what happens, stand by 
him? 


He won't make any more mistakes 


than his independent brother, at that. 


The reason he fears his own judg- 


ment is fear of criticism. I find that 
inferior people are not cowards at all, 
and hear the results of mistakes quite 
bravely. What they really cringe from 
are words. They cannot endure the 
remarks of people, or even the silent 
thoughts 
of people, who 
criticize 


them. 


Sometimes in a home, the uncertain 


child Ls the one chosen for most of 
the rebukes. It should be the other 
way 'round. He needs to be bolstered 
in spite of his poor judgment, which is 
poor about half the time because be 
is nervous and self-conscious. 


Cause of Contrariness 


When I suggest forcing him, I du 


not mean to make it apparent. A 
mother can quietly work this out, ac- 
cording to the child's disposition. Of- 
ten the less-confident one is contrary. 
His terror puts up a barrier to be 
reckoned with. 


Letting him alone, to make up his 


mind, is one method. The inferior 
child usually does better by creating 
hi.s own faith in himself. Give him 
many opportunities to work out his 
salvation and withhold as much com- 
ment as possible. 


Create situations in which he must 


decide for himself what to do. Then 
make the family keep quiet. Ask his 
opinion about general matters. Praise 
him often, but not in suspicious over- 
tones. Give him responsibilities, and, 
above all, never laugh at him.

one Sunday school chair to another, 
squealing with delight or chagrin all 
depending upon the romantic status of 
the youth who was the winker. (Wink, 
for some reason, is a game dedicated 
to young people playing games in 
churches.) 


I remember a youthful game of hidc- 


imd-go-seek which some Bible school 
classes of boys and girls, coming to.- 
gcther for a mid-week social, played 
one night. The auditorium and the 
pulpit Were part of the hiding ground. 
Certainly it wasn't dignified .or rev- 
erent, as the official board pointed out 
to Us, and we never did it again. I 
quote the Incident merely to show that 
romance, from puppy love to all the 
later varieties, is nothing new in re- 
ligion! 


Many Fell in Love 


A brief backward look shows that a 


goodily percentage of the boys and 
girls in that church who used to 
have sleighing parties, picnics and out- 
door breakfasts together, fell in love 
and married when they were older. 


Calling the roll in memory 1 cannot 


find a divorce in the group. Today, 
true to old tradition, once a month, 
following ';the Sunday night- church 
services, 500 boys and girls from the 
ages of 16 to 25, meet for a social and 
devotional service and come because 
they like it. 


There are other churches which 


follow the same program. 
Literally 


thousands of them. If young men and 
women, boys and girls, who want to 
meet people and have a natural, 
wholesome recreational life realized 
Lhis fact, they would see one another 
in church much more frequently. 


"But romance and church!" someone 


may exclaim. "Isn't it dreadful to 
combine them?" 


Not one bit! The Young Man from 
alilee Whose name the churches bear, 


performed His first miracle at a wed- 
ding. It was in Cana of Galilee. From 
the Scriptural account everybody had 
n mighty good time. 


I hope that Dr. McKeever's plan 
ill interest every congregation which

May the pews be 
filled with young men and young 
women!
